Gov ernor Alfred 
E. Smith 
has 
become conv inced that his boom for 
the presidency is being ov erworked 
by his adm irers, and he has requ est­ 
ed them to cau se no fu rther pu blicity 
of any sort du ring the rem ainder of 
this year. 
Gov ernor Smith has fou nd that an- 
ti-Cathoiics are sending ou t printed 
circu lars carrying w hat he terms as 
u nw arranted 
inferences 
concerning 
his pu blic record. 
The bu rden of the 
charges is that the gov ernor, when a 
m ember of the constitu tional conv en­ 
tion in 1915, sponsored a resolu tion 
designed to project 
a religiou s is­ 
su e concerning the appropriation of 
state 
money 
for 
denominational 
schools. 
T hat and other charges indicating 
preju dices against 
Roman Catholic­ 
ism hav e brou ght the gov ernor to the 
conclu sion that du ring the next ten 
m onths the religiou s issu e related to 
his candidacy 
will be stressed more 
largely in the sou thern states where 
the bu lk of the Democratic electoral 
v ote u su ally is 
giv en to the 
Demo­ 
cratic candidate than either the fact 
that he is a wet or that he is the most 
conspicu ou s leader of Tam m any Hall. 
The 
gov ernor has 
assu red 
his 
friends that in du e tim e he will meet 
any charge hi# opponents, in either 
political camp, 
may bring 
against 
him, bu t it is too far in adv ance of 
the presidential cam paign to discu ss 
su ch m atters at this tim e. 
The printed record of the Consti­ 
tu tional conv ention proceedings show 
that, Ju ne 10, 1915, A. E. Smith, a

Jam es L. 
Nixon, delegate

ported it ou t of com m ittee with only 
one dissenting v ote. 
On the floor of 
the conv ention, after w arm debate, it 
was beaten by a large adv erse v ote. 
The first appearance of Mr. Nixon’s 
resolu tion, before it w ent to the com 
m ittee, prompted Mr. Sm ith to in­ 
trodu ce his resolu tion. 
It prov oked 
so mu ch su rprise 
tha t George 
W. 
W ickersham , form er attorney-gener­ 
al of the United States, asked Mr. 
Sm ith the why and wherefore. 
The present gov ernor told him that 
it was introdu ced m erely as a clu b 
to kill off the Nixon proposal, if Mr. 
Nixon ev er asked for the discharge of 
the committee holding his resolu tion. 
Nixon did 
ask for 
su ch 
discharge, 
whereu pon Mr. Smith serv ed notice 
on his fellow delegates that he also 


wou ld ask for the discharge of the 
committee on edu cation from fu rther 
consideration of his proposed amend­ 
m ent, so that it cou ld be brou ght to 
a v ote in the conv ention. 
That threat cau sed the ov erwhelm­ 
ing defeat of the Nixon resolu tion, 
whereu pon the gov ernor—then plain 
A1 Sm ith—said tha t his object had 
been attained, and that his own pro­ 
posal was dead from tha t minu te. 
Gov ernor Smith knows all abou t’ 
the 
propaganda 
inspired 
by anti- 
Catholics and he appears to be con­ 
v inced that it is likely to be farther 
reaching than any other issu e. 
The 
gov ernor, his political adv isers as­ 
sert, thinks that the w’et and dry is­ 
su e is being made to camou flage the 
religiou s issu e. 
According to his friends, the gov ­ 
ernor is able to m eet 
any issu e in­ 
v olv ing his pu blic record, bu t he is 
determined that so fa r as he himself 
is concerned 
the 1928 
presidential 
cam paign 
shall not 
sta rt 
till next 
year.

FOUND IN WESTERN CANADA

Washington. — Some 
decided 
contrasts b etween the old and 
the new are b eing furnished as 
the capital gets down to the 
actual work of b eautifying the 
downtown section, part^ of which 
for years hav e b een a constant 
irritant to those artistically in­ 
clined. 
In 
the b lock 
adjoining the 
massiv e Post Office department 
b uilding, whose foundations in­ 
close lab yrinths of cellars b elow 
the ground, an entire city b lock 
occupied b y stores and other 
b usiness houses was razed, and 
not a single b asement was dis­ 
closed. 
When the b rickwork and other 
walls were remov ed, a job re- 
quifftig a v ery short time, the 
ground b eneath was found to b e

Ilazelton, B. C.—While there may 
not hav e b een b eauty parlors in the 
prehistoric days, the Indian b rav es 
and b elies who inhab ited what is now 
central British Columb ia b ad their 
own methods and appliances for en­ 
hancing their charm. 
The “rouge and cosmetics’* used 
were ob tained from natural coloring 
materials, b ut a discov ery made here 
recently shows that hand mirrors also 
.existed in their days. 
The discov ery 
was made b y a dominion urcheolo- 
gists* party in the prehistoric part of 
the ancient Gitkean v illage site, imme­ 
diately b elow Ilazelton, of one of the 
extremely rare stone mirrors known 
to hav e b een used b y the totem pole 
Indians of the Skeenu v alley area. 
The specimen is a thin slab of b lack 
sloue, one end of which Is narrowed 
for a handle, and the other end lias 
its flat surface highly polished. 
One 
of the older Ilazelton Indians demon­ 
strated to the archeologists how this 
was used. 
The mirror surface was 
wet and when this is done the pol­ 
ished surface actually reflects the hu­ 
man face m) clearly that indiv idual 
hairs and the color of the eyes are dis­ 
cernib le. 
The specimen secured is b eing sent 
to the national museum at Ottawa for 
preserv ation among the prehistoric In­ 
dian relics.

Save Guinea Pigs 
Denver, Colo.—LlveB of rail- 
lions of guinea pigs, hitherto’ 
known as the “ test tuhes” of 
tuberculosis, 
probably will be 
saved in the future, thanks to a 
discovery made ir? the labora­ 
tory of the Denver J ewish hos­ 
pital. 
For years guinea pigs were the 
only known medium for produc­ 
ing tuberculosis bacilli for ex­ 
perimental innoculations. 
Not 
only were thousands of the ani­ 
mals sacrificed to science, but 
thousands of dollars were spent 
In 
raising 
them 
in 
hospitals 
throughout the country. 
After months of experimenta­ 
tion, Dr. H. J . Carper, director 
of the Denver Institution, was 
able to produce the tuberculosis 
germs through the use of a spe­ 
cially treated potato medium. 
One 
hundred 
tests, 
Doctor 
Carper said, now may be made 
with the potato germs at the 
cost of one where germs from 
guinea pigs were used. 
lie added that the germs from 
the potato culture are In daily 
use In the Denver hospital and 
that he expected their use to be­ 
come universal within the next 
few months.

New York Governor Who Is 
a Potenial Candidate For 
the Presidency Pleads With 
His Friends To Lay Off, 
Boom Is Being Advanced 
Too Soon—Tiger’s Chances 
Hurt By Inserting the Re­ 
ligious Issue—-Real Ques­ 
tion Covered Up By Smoke 
Screen. 


“Lindy’s” First Glass of Champagne at Paris 


Governor Alfred E. Smith has 
become convinced that his boom for 
the presidency is being overworked 
by his admirers, and he ha; request­ 
ed them to cause no further publicity 
of any sort during the remainder of 
this year. 
Governor Smith has found that an- 
ti-Catholics are sending out printed 
circulars carrying what he terms as 
unwarranted 
inferences 
concerning 
his public record. The burden of the 
charges is that the governor, when a 
member of the constitutional conven­ 
tion in 1915, sponsored a resolution 
designed to project 
a religious is­ 
sue concerning the appropriation of 
state 
money 
for 
denominational 
schools. 
That and other charges indicating 
prejudices against 
Roman Catholic­ 
ism have brought the governor to the 
conclusion that during the next ten 
months the religious issue related to 
his candidacy 
will be stressed more 
largely in the southern states where 
the bulk of the Democratic electoral 
vote usually is 
given to the Demo­ 
cratic candidate than either the fact 
that he is a wet or that he is the most 
conspicuous leader of Tammany Hall. 
The 
governor has 
assured 
his 
friends that in due time he will meet 
any charge hi^ opponents, in either 
political camp, 
may bring 
against 
him, but it is too far in advance of 
the presidential campaign to discuss 
such matters at this time. 
The printed record of the Consti­ 
tutional convention proceedings show 
that, June IO. 1915, A. E. Smith, a 
member of 
the body, 
introduced a 
resolution em p e erin g the legislature 
to make an appropriation in aid of 
denominational schools. 
James L. 
Nixon, delegate 
from 
Buffalo, editor at the time of the Buf­ 
falo Commercial, introduced a reso­ 
lution to repeal 
the article 
in the 
state constitution that exempted the 
realty of religious organizations from 
taxation. In a prepared 
speech he 
said religious bodies in Buffalo own­ 
ed a vast amount of property exempt 
from taxation. 
The 
committee 
to 
which was referred his resolution re­ 
ported it out of committee with only 
one dissenting vote. 
On the floor of 
the convention, after warm debate, it 
was beaten by a large adverse vote. 
The first appearance of Mr. Nixon’s 
resolution, before it went to the com 
mittee, prompted Mr. Smith to in­ 
troduce his resolution. 
It provoked
